SPAIN’S TORPEDO FLOTILLA 
IS NOT YET AT PORTO RICO. 


MADRID, April 2.—The statement cabled last night that the torpedo flotilla of 
Spain had arrived at Porto Rico was taken from a newspaper here. Investigation 
shows the announcement to be erroneous. 

The Spanish flotilla has arrived at the Cape Deverde Islands and it is said will 
proceed aftér coaling. 

The Associated Press bulletin announcing that the Spanish torpedo flotilla was at 
the Cape de Verde Isiands, off the West coast of Africa, instead of-at Porto Rico, was 
received with a good deal of satisfaction at the Navy Department, which was with- 
out information of its own on the whereabouts of the flotilla. The islands are|more 
than 2000 miles from Porto Rico and it is the opinion of naval experts that at the 
very best 10 or 12 days would.be the least time within which they could make the 
run across.

AN ULTIMATUM. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—From two to five days more for a 
polite exchange of formal notes between the United States onal 
Spain—and then, the independence of Cuba not granted, war. : 

It will come without an ultimatum to Spain from President 
McKinley. 


It will come without a formal declaration of war by Congress. 

The first battle will probably be a naval engagement off Porto 
Rico within five days. 

Only four men cling to the belief that peace is not yet irre- 
trievabiy lost. They are President McKinley, Secretary Gage, 
Senator Hanna and Speaker Reed. But these four men are power- 


less to stem a tide which is as strong and as sure as fate. 

President McKinley will to-day acknowledge, through Min- 
ister Woodford, Spain’s last appeal for delay. The President will 
say that he will-submit early next week to Congress the corre- 
spondence and the consular reports. He will leave the issue 
entirely to a vote of Congress. 

Spain will understand that this means war. She already 
understands it and is already forming her lines for naval battle 
and choosing her own fighting ground for the fight. It will prob- 
ably be Porto Rican waters, as the two Spanish cruisers sailed 
east from Havana yesterday—no doubt sailed to meet the flotilla. 

Havana will probably be taken in the meantime. 

The powerful naval fleet now at Key West under the com- 
mand of Capt. Sampson would do this work without even a naval 


skirmish. Naval officers who have examined the obsolete forti- 
fications at Havana do not believe that they would last two hours 


under the bombardment of the 60-ton guns of the Iowa and the 
Indiana, now waiting with steam up at Key West. 

The Spaniards would depend for the defense of Havana solely 
upon the submarine mines which have already done such deadly 
work against the Maine. Capt. Sampson will not be caught nap- 
ping. 

If not this, then a short siege of Havana will likely be under- 
taken. It is known that the city is short of food. 

President McKinley still expects Spain to strike the first blow. 
Why or how, no one knows. He has all along wished to avoid the 
“moral responsibility” of making war on Spain. To a friend who 
told him that nine-tenths of the people were in favor of this war, 
the President said: 

“But the people are not responsible. I am. 
responsible they would wish to avoid it.” 

“But,” said the President’s friend, “every war in this country 
has mace.a President of the United States. Waris popular. You 
will be no exception to the rule.’ 

The President said: “God forbid that my popularity should 


rest on such a foundation.” 
It is probable that this will be the substance, probably the 


form of the resolution that will result in war: 

“RESOLVED, BY THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA,} 
IN CONGRESS ASSEMBLED, | 

“THAT THE PRESIDENT TAKE SUCH EFFECTIVE 
STEPS AS IN HIS DISCRETION MAY BE NECESSARY TO 
SECURE A SPEEDY TERMINATION OF THE HOSTILITIES 
BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF SPAIN AND THE PEO- 
PLE OF CUBA, THE WITHDRAWAL OF THE MILITARY 
AND NAVAL FORCES OF SPAIN FROM SAID ISLAND, AND 
THE COMPLETE INDEPENDENCE OF SAID PEOPLE.”

ago. Very few of the officers have come 
ashore anid reither of the two Commanders 
have left their ships for several days. Late 
Thursday night a package of sealed orders 
W48s sent out to the two warships from the 
office of the Almirante on La Machina 
wharf. Early yesterday morning prepara- 
tions for departure were begun. Boat‘after 
boat loaded down to the gunwales with pro- 
visions of every kind started out from Ha- 
vana wharves bound for the Vizcaya and 
Oquendo. The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
boarded tne Vizcaya at 10 o’clock. e was 
received most courteously by Capt. Eulate 
in his cabin. 

“All I know about it,” said the Vizcaya’s 
commander, “is that we are going away, 
but where I have not the faintest idea. My 
orders are sealed, and Isshall not open them 
until I am several miles out at sea.” 

That was the way matters stood up to 
3 o'clock in the afternoon, With the excep- 
tion of the Admiral himself no one in Ha- 
vana knew the destination of either of the 
warships. All sorts of rumors were. afloat 
in regard to them, One was that they were 
going to Vera Cruz, Mexico. Another that 
they were both bound north to bombard 
Arerican ports the moment that war 
should be declared, But no one had’ the 
slightest positive information regarding 
their movements. 

The Post-Dispatch determined to have 
the truth. The Post-Dispatch’s tug Triton 
was lying at her usual anchorage near the 
Maine wreck when the hoisting of the Viz- 
caya’s last launch showed that the Spanish 
men-of-war was abaut to put to sea. The Tri- 
ton had been alreatly cleared for her daily 
trip to Key West.| A Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent was placed on board of her.

Down the coast to the eastward of 
Havana the two men-of-war passed in pro- 
cession. At a distance of seven miles from 
land the Triton paralleled their course, sail- 
ing at about the same rate of speed. The 
sea was smoother than it has been for days. 
broken only by the short hammocky waves 
of the gulf. As the sun dropped down below 
the horizon the Vizcaya and Oquendo be- 
came lost to view in the ‘shadow of the long 
green hills of the shore. The two ships had 
increased their speed a little by this time 
and were jogging along at a comfortable M4 
knots. They kept well within the five-mile 
limit. Most of the time they were not more 
than a mile from shore. 

So the Triton followed the Vizcaya and 
Oquendo until they rounded Point Guanos. 
Point Guanos is 28 miles to the eastward of 
Havana. Had either of the two men-of-war 
had any idea of going to United States 
ports they certa'nly would have turned 
north at Point Guanos. But they did not. At 
e. speed of 16 knots an hour they kept on 
to the eastward. The course that they fol- 
lowed is the one indicated in charts as 
being the most direct to Porto Rico. That 
is undoubtedly their destination.

They Had a Decided Effect on 
the Market. 


MAINE REPORT DISCOUNTED. 


RATES FOR TIME MONEY ARE BE- 
ING HELD UP STIFFLY UNTIL 
SOMETHING IS KNOWN. 


A RAID MADE ON SHORTS. 


The Market Is Still Very Feverish and 
Likely to Act-Very Queerly 
for Some Time Yet. 


NEW YORK, April 2—The market has 
been feverish and highly speculative all 
week, and is materially higher than last 
week, even after Friday's break, mainiy 
as a result of forced buying on the part 
of the short interest. A campa'ign against 
the shorts evidently had been quietly but 
elaborately organized, and when they start- 
ed to take their profits on Monday on the 
presentation of the Maine report to Cor- 
gress, they found the available supply of 
stock remarkably small, and were bom- 
barded with numerous false reports indi- 
cating the conclusion of a peaceful settle- 
ment with Spain. 

The resulting bear panic caused a very 
violent advance in prices, reaching to six 
points in many of the railroads and much 
over that in the highly speculative special- 
ties. Transactions were larger than any 
day during the year. It was supposed that 
this had largely eliminated the short inter- 
ests from the market, but after a sharp 
reaction on Tuesday prices went up again 
on Wednesday, another portion of the bear 
contingent covering their short contracts. 
These severe experiences of the bears made’ 
them timid about their further operations, 
and there was gaid to be still a large eut- 
standing short interest in the market. 
Vague surmises were in circulation all week 
also of ‘alleged confidential information 


{from Parisian banking houses that a peace- 


ful solution of the Cuban question was as- 
sured, These factors helped to sustain 
prices up to Friday in spite of the threat- 
enirg developments in the relations with 
Spain. Imports of gold continue from Eu- 
rope at the rate of nearly $2,000,000 a day, 
and rates for time money were stiffly held, 
tenders being disinclined to make loans un- 
til the situation becomes clearer. 

The market yielded in the second hour, 
some stocks fall'ng off again below last 
night’s close. New York Central fell off 
1%; sentiment was in a highly unsettled 
condition and prices hardened again. In 
the final dealings there was a spurt of 
activity which carried the level of the mar- 
ket up strongly to the highest of the day. 
The closing was feverish and unsettled, and 
showed violent fluctuations, some stocks 
yielding sharply and others 
strongly above the previous highest. Net 
gains exceed a voint in many cases; Sales 
for the day, 277,830 shares. 

LONDON, April 2.—Operators on the Stock 
Exchange to-day, believing that war is in- 
evitable, endeavored to realize on Amer- 
ican securities as much as possible. After 
the close of the market these securities 
sagged lower, dealers aiming to get their 
books level with the fall in Spanish 4s, a 
result of Paris selling heavily.

The tragedy of last night grows out of 
Brann’s attacks on the Baylor University, 
in which he made most grave and serious 
charges of immorality against the managers 
of the institution and everybody connected 
with it. Some of the allegations were never 
sublished in any othér journal than the 
conoclast. Brann was scathing in his at- 
tack and made many bitter enemies by it. 
A short time after the publication of a 
particularly aggressive story the students of 
the university took Brann by force:to the 
university campus and there, by threats of 
lynching, compelled him to sign a paper de- 
claring himself to be a liar and saying that 
every word he had printed was false. 

Brann lost no time in showing up the 
whole transaction and repudiating his signed 
Statement extorted by violence, 

This led to the erald-Harris tragedy, 
which cost two lives and for which Col.

STRIKERS ARE FIRM 


BRICKLAYERS BELIEVE THAT 
THEY WILL SOON WIN FROM 
THE CONTRACTORS. 


AN ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING. 


Members of Three Unions Gather at 
Walhalla Hall and Hear En- 
couraging Reports. 


The most important conference of brick- 
layers held since their present grievance 
originated was in session at Walhalla Hall 
Saturday morning. 

Members of three strong organizations 
were present, Councils 1, 2 and 3 being rep- 
resented by nearly 300 men. ’ 

The situation wus thoroughly discussed, 
and before the meeting was half over Sec- 
retary Costello of the central organization 
had assurances that every man in the hail 


would refuse to work at the reduced scale 
proposed by a number of contractors, 
It was agreed that the union should per- 


‘sist in its demand for 55 cénts an hour and 


enter Into no negotiations having in view 
a compromise at a lower rate. 

The conference was of special significance 
because most of those present were men 
who worked for the contractors who pro- 
pose the reduction from 55 cents to 4 cents 
an hour. 

Representatives of the other councils, who 
feared that these men might object to a 
lockout from motives of self interest, had 
an op rtunity to test their loyalty and 
foun them ready to stand by the union to 


the end. 

While the conference was taking a recess 
an officer of the Central Union said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter:

GILSONITE LANDS TAKEN UP. 


A St. Louis Syndicate Obtains Control 
of the Entire Output. 


A St. Louls syndicate has secured control 
of the entire gilsonite output of the United 
States. A dispatch from Fort Duchesne, 
Utah, seems to indicate that the company 
stole a march on the settlers who were 


waiting for the Uncompaghre Reservation 
to be thrown open to the public. It states 
that while hundreds were discussing @ 
rumor that the opening would be deferred 
for six months, agents of the syndicate 
were apprised of the opening and hastened 
to stake off the remaining gilsonite elaims, 
The St. Louis Company’s heaviest stock- 
holder is Adolphus Busch. Wiliiam F 
Nolker, treasurer of tfe St. Louis Brewing 
Association, is also interested. 
Ex-Gov. David R. Francis, when Secre- 
tary of thie Interior under President Cleve- 
land, devoted much of his time to the con- 
sideration of the legality of the gilsonite 
holdings in the reservation. 
To a Post-Dispatch reporter he said Sat- 
urday morning: 
The Government had a long controversy 
with the holders of gilsonite lands in the 
Uncompaghre Reservation because it was be- 
lieved the Government should receive more 
than $1.25 an acre for the deposits, The le- 
gality of the holdings were not questioned 
then, because the reservation had not been 
thrown open. I am inclined to think that 
claims held before thé opening can have no 
legal standing now. : 
“When I was Secretary of the Interior the 
question as to whether gilsonite was a min- 
ing etry was taken up, but not definitely 
settied. If the lands are regarded as mining 
lands the prior claims may stand. If they 
are agricultural lands the gilsonite flelds 
will be considered open to settlement like 
the remainder of the reservation. It is a fine
